ERNMENT and derive the many benefits and increase in value 
of .iroperty, that will come if we manage our own municipal gov­ 
ernment; therefore vote to incorporate and make this, OUR CITY, 
AN INDUSTRIAL CITY, A CITY BEAUTIFUL one that we will 
be proud of, a city that will be an honor to Southern- California 
and a good example for all other cities in the state.

For the past three years I have 
taken active part In the different 
organizations 01' the Fourth Dln- 
trlct, as well us local organizations, 

all of which conduct their efforts 
for the promotion of furthering 
the Interests of the various com   
munitles. For the past two year.i 

in particular It has been my prli- 
ilcge to attend meetings of thj 
Anti-Annexation League, and it 

was there that matters vital to In­ 

corporation of the city of Torranci 
became so pronounced as' a safe­ 
guard against the ambition of th i 
City of Los Angeles to annex all 
desirable communities whose taxt-i 
were sufficient to swell the cof­ 
fers of that city were we an­ 
nexed.

Practically everyone in Torranc» 
realizes the benefits to follow In­ 
corporation, but for those who may 
be a little pessimistic, the follow­ 
ing reasons are cited, which meet 
all possible objections that hava 
arisen to date:

On February 1 next, when yov. 
go to the polls, you will register 
your decision as to whether you 
feel capable of governing your­ 
selves, whether you have the lu- 
terests of the future Torrance at 
heart, whether you w'ish to placa 
Torrance on a par with other In­ 
corporated towns of Southern Cali­ 
fornia, who never began to grow 
until tliy governed themselves. 
Every progressive, thriving com­ 
munity is incorporated today. Tor­ 
rance is not merely a village or 
trading post, but to the outside IB 
looked upon as a great modern In­ 
dustrial city, yet its possibilities 
are yet not realized and never will 
be until we show to the world that 
we are capable of governing our­ 
selves, and going after the im­ 
provements and government the 
people desire. Incorporation means 
the assumption of responsibility, 
arid only good will result because 
It's your government and you gat 
the very thing you want accomp­ 
lished in Torrance.

Sertain tax funds now going 11 
the county will revert to our now 
government. The school sysu-:a 
will remain the same. And y u 
may be assured that taxes will t>« 
kept as low as possible In ordjr 
to make it an inducement for fui- 
tories and other businesses to lo­ 
cate In Torrance. With strc*t 

paving, curbing and sidewalks, 
sewer and other costly improve­ 
ments already provided in Tjr- 
rance, there will be no necessity « l. 
the present time for special bo,.d 
elections to pay for these.

The board of trustees are merely 
tb^e representatives of the peoii <!, 
subject to recall and referendum. 
They arc your neighbors and yc    
friends, and are willing to ansui i 
the responsibilities of the bur­ 
dens without pay. Why? Mere'.y 
for the betterment of Torrance.
